It is doubtful that Stalin has told 


anyone that he will sit back with 
folded hands while Chiang 
re-in- 


corporates outer Mongolia into any 
cohesive Chinese state. Yet Chiang 
has said, in his,book "China's Des- 
tiny,'' that she must do just that, 
along with Sinkiang, where mat- 
ters are on a sort of teeter-toter 
beween Chinese and Russian 
in- 


fluences. 


Outer Mongolia has gone her own 


way, establishing an 
autonomous 


government and 
close 
relations 


with Russia, which granted a mu 
tual assistance pact as to a sover- 
eign power. If Chungking tries to 
force her back into the fold there 
may be a disturbance the like ol 
Which our Canadian border hasn't 
seen since its final establishment. 


^Russia, wilh more rich, 
undo 


veloped territory lhan any olhcr 
state, can truly say that she seek;, 
no territorial aggrandizement. Bu 
Russia wants secure borders, and 
the dangling strategic position o 
Valdivostok 
has 
irked 
her 
for 


many, many years. The peace-set 
tiers are not likely to escape tha 
problem. 


Chiang's highly centralized gov 


ernment, under

China must operate for some yean 
wnile she "prepares for deinoc 
racy," may run into serious troubli 
With the millions of northern Chi 
nese •communists (who are not U 
be"confused with Russian commun 
ists in either aims 
or" commit 


ments) when both arc rid of Ih 
Japanese. Should civil war develop, 
as many predict, Russia might sit 
Idly by, but il would be a decided- 
ly alert by-silting. 


Good-principled dreams such as 


this and the others of the broad but 
very generalized "Asiatic charter" 
discussed by Chiang and Wallace 
are fine. Impractical desires 
al- 


ways precede, for a while, 
any 


progress. But don't expect any gun- 
less Sino-Russian border or Utopi- 
an Asia yet awhile.

Jap machine guns really opened up, concentrating their fire on us.

O sooner had we hit the water than the Jap machine 


guns really opened up on us. There must have been 


five or six of these machine guns concentrating their fire 
on us—there was no nearer target in the water at the 
time—which meant several hundred bullets per man. I 
don't believe there was one of the fifteen who wouldn't 
have sold his chances for an additional twenty-five dollars 
added to his life-insurance policy. 


It wns painfully slow, iwadiug .in such deep water. And 


we had seven hundred yards to walk slowly into that 
machine-gun flre, looming into larger targets as we rose 
onto higher ground. I was scared, as never before. 


I do riot know when it,was that I realized I wasn't 


frightened any longer. I suppose it was when I looked 


",Ve were safely hidden from the beach . , . 
The last Marine fell and went under. 


Marines. Perhaps it was when I noticed that bullets were 
hitting six. inches to the left or six inches to the right. 
I remember chuckling inside and saying aloud, "You cer- 
tainly are lousy shots." That was what.I later described 
as my hysteria period. 


After wading through several-centuries and some two 


hundred yards of shallowing wate» and deepening fire, 
I looked to the lelt and saw that we had passed the end 
of. the pier. I didn't know whether any Jap snipers were 
still under the pier or not but I knew we couldn't do any 
worse. I waved to the Marines on my immediate right 
and shouted, "Let's head for the pierl" Seven came. 


The other seven Marines were far to the right. They 


followed a naval ensign straight Into the beach—there was 
no Marine officer In pur amphtrack. The ensign said later 
around ais'l saw the amphtrack scooting back for more

that he thought three of them had been killed in the water. 


The first three of us lay on the rocks panting, waiting 


for the other five lo join us. They svere laboring heaviljO 
to make it and bullets were splashing around them like 
raindrops in a water barrel. By this time we three were 
safely hidden from the beach by the thick, upright, coco- 
nut-log stanchions of the pier. 


I watched these five men nnd wondered how they man- 


aged to come so close to death, yet live. Once 1 thought thiQ 
last Marine, u short man, would not get under the pier. 
Twenty yards away, he fell and went under, currying his 
heavy roll of telephone wire. 


When he went under, I asked myself whether I had the 


breath or the courage to go after him ...

arc dreaming of a' new postwar 
home, complete witlj miraculous 
gadgels of comfort, 
convenience 


and beauty. Those dreams are bol- 
stered in a good many cases by a 
nice nest egg of War Bonds for 
the down payment. And now along 
comes Ihe National Association of 
Home Builders with a rude awaken- 
ing. 
At first 
blush 
it seems a 


mean trick, but it will probably 
turn out lo be an act of great 
kindness. 


Thc association recently asked 


517 families from coast to coast

their postwar 
wants and 


expectations. The following case of 
the Smith family is based on the 
majority, of answers, and may be 
considered accurate:
